Great airports deserve great art. The artwork in the 125,000-square-foot Rental 
Car Center (RCC) at Phoenix Sky Harbor International Airport is a shining example 
of that premise. The building and its artwork are a tribute to Arizona's light and 
space. 


Inside, Ed Carpenter's Crosstitch, created from dichorioic glass, aluminum and 
stainless steel, is the centerpiece of the RCC. As the sun moves through days and 
seasons, skylights gather light into the building. Walls and ledges catch the light to 
emphasize the ascent/descent through canyon-like spaces. 


Outside, Sine Waves, the steel fence created by Al Price, uses pattern and shadow 
Aigortart to create “kinetic art.” The sun provides a shifting single-point light source, and the 
collection: pedestrian/vehicular traffic supplies the motion.
